i Webb Released, Job 
‘| Abolished by Board

William C. Webb, Executive 
Director of the Hornet 
Foundation, sat silently smoking 
cigarettes while the Board of 
Directors ran through some 
run-of-the-mill agenda items at 
their Wednesday meeting 

He was waiting to be told, 
formally, that his job would be 
abolished in April and that he 
would be replaced as of 
February !. 

The action followed an 
executive session of the Board 
on December 20 which decided 
that retention of the full-time, 
$19,000-a-year position could 
not be justified. 

Webb, informed of the Board’s 
intentions by a January 2 letter 
from Board chairman Donald 
Taranto, delivered a short 
statement to the Board and left 
before the formal motion was 
made. 

“| am convinced there is a need 
for a full-time director,” the 
statement said in part, “at least 
on a 10 month per year basis. 

“The Foundation did utilize a 
part-time director (at no expense 
to the Foundation) for a period 
of 16 months in 1968 and 1969 
and it is significant to note that 
during this period the 
Foundation suffered the worst 
financial crisis in its history 

“It is a fact that in the summer 
of 1969 it was necessary to 
borrow $25,000 for the purpose 
of meeting payroll expenses 
alone. 

“At any rate, if this is the 
action the Board decides to 
pursue I shall submit my 
resignation immediately to be 
effective April 17, 1973.1 would 
also assist in the transition full 
time Until February Ist or even 
later if the Board desires me to 
do so.” 

Webb’s duties will be assumed 
by Bookstore Manager Karl 
Lorentzen until April 17, when 
the position will be completely 
dissolved. 

The Hornet Foundation Board 
of Directors hopes to reach some 
kind of decision regarding the 
status of Webb and the 
Executive Director’s position 
during the uncertain February 
1-April 17 period after their 
January 29 meeting with 
University President James 
Bond. 

Webb, officially notified 
January 2, admitted that “I’ve 
been concerned about the 
position, about the Foundation, 





from sometime last Fall.’ He 
said that at that time he had 
“thrown his hat into the ring” in 
a local business venture 

Webb said that his plans after 
April, though not firm, might 
involve that business venture 

“| don't want to create any 
animosity or bitterness on 
anybody's part.” Webb stressed 
in an interview after the Board 
meeting 

According to Stanley Pretzer, 
CSUS Business Manager, Mr. 
Webb was the first full-time 
director of the Hornet 
Foundation. He would have 
completed his fourth year in 
that position in April. 

Pretzer estimated that the 
change will save the Foundation 
from $12,000 to $15,000 a year, 
by saving $19,000 in the 
director’s salary but raising the 
salaries of the Bookstore 
Manager and Assistant Manager 
to compensate for their 
increased responsibilities.

| Dymally Calls For Fourth 
Part of Education

Senator Mervyn Dymally 
(D.-L.A.) appeared on campus 
Wednesday, January 17, to 
present his views about 
“Universities Without Walls” and 
the ‘‘Black Politics of the 
1970's.” 

Arriving late, yet still having to 
wait fifteen minutes for the 
previous speaker to finish her 
poetry, the State Senate 
Democratic Caucus Chairman 
waited patiently to deliver his 20 
minute speech and answer 
questions from a sparse audience 
that had gathered in the Music 
Recital Hall. 

SENATOR DYMALLY: “We 
need a fourth part of higher 
education. There is now a very 
strong movement forming for 
the education of working 
stiffs...people who cannot go to 
ec 2-3 8 1 eo woe 4 
institutions...Bachelor degree 
and even Master’s degrees. and in 
sometimes the PhD., all can be 
made available without 
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attending any classes... 
“It is this way that will enable 
people with various expertise to 
be given evaluation and 
accreditation «vithout classes. 

“In California, no such project 
now exists, despite all of the 
propaganda from the 
Chancellor’s office. Now, the 
only alternative way to get a 
degree is through extension 
classes, three days a week...an 
accumulation of 120 units over 
what can be five years. 

“If this plan were to be 
effected, there would then be a 
four-part higher education 
system in the state: the 
Community Colleges, the State 
Universities, the University of 
California, and the Califorria 
Free College. The Free College 
would be administered froin 
Sacramento, but the “classes” 
would be located throughout the 
state.

The reading included a eulogy 
for Raymond Brewer, poems of 
his early life in East St. Louis, 
linois, and poems dedicated to 
men admired by Redmond such 
as James Baldwin, John 
Steinbeck and Isaac Hayes. All 
were met by loud applause at 
their conclusions 

Before reading his poetry, 
Redmond spoke briefly on the 
experiences of the ghetto and of 
life around the world that has 
shaped his poetry. He said he has 
seen the destruction of war in 
Vietnam and Laos, campuses 
burning, police shooting people 
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and people shooting at the 
police, and that his experiences 
are reflected in his poetry. 

He also mentioned that in 
recent years there has been a 
great increase in the number of 
good black writers. Redmond 
said that many are under 
pressure from some to be more 
militant and from white editors 
who want them to conform. 

He went on to say “The black 
writer has community 
responsibilities, Indeed a 
number of fine black writers are 
championing the cause of the 
underpriviledged.”

Hollywood house with lots of 
fake stucco and the T.V. saying 
that industry had to move unto 
the Navajo Reservation. And I 
went outside on the balcony, 
where all these folks were sitting 
around, you know they were ail 
like scriptwriters and stuff like 
that. And I just started to cry, 
like when I was a little kid. All 
this was all to freaky. Like there 
was this one tree in the court 
yard, and I keep looking at the 
tree.

It appears to me that “Juste 
Milieu” is unable to recognize 
professors and regular members 
of the University faculty unless 
they have a title appearing 
before or after their names.

It will come as quite 
a Surprise to the University 
faculty who are currently 
teaching in the program that 
they have suddenly become 
“student instructors” “playing 
school’’ and vying for the

over [118 regular full-time 
University faculty members who 
have taught in the program over 
the last fifteen years to be 
classified in that way. 


1 am not saying that there are 
not some. student-facilitated 
classes. There have been since 
1971, and there will continue to 
be, some student-facilitated 
classes under the supervision of 
regular faculty members. These 
courses have contributed much 
to the University and some have 
become regularly taught courses 
in other departments. The 
students and their faculty 
sponsors involved are not being 
paid. They are donating their 
time and energy to bring to the 
campus a course which would 
probably not be taught 
elsewhere or otherwise. 

The Experimental Studies and 
Honros Program is now in its 
fifteenth year of service solely 
because the faculty of this 
University has been dedicated 
enough to their profession and 
the students to keep 
experimening and _ teaching 
experimental (and 
interdisciplinary) seminars 
outside their own departments. 
It has also survived because 
responsible students have taken 
the time to find out more about 
the program by reading the 
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University catalog and schedule 
of classes and coming into the 
program office for more 
information. It is our hope for 
the future that more faculty will 
make use of the program with 
their experimental classes and 
that more students will take the 
time to come in and find out 
more about the classes. May I

AFFLUENCE AND GREED PREVENT PEACE

At the Pacific Studies Cente: 
in Palo Alto, there is a pamphlet 
entitled “Old Wars Never Fade 
Away What this pamphlet 
asserts is that WAR never truly 
dies or ends; it just lies dormant 
for a while and then finally 
raises its ugly head with a new 
facade to amaze the naive world 
For while war has lain dormant, 
it has renewed its insatiable 
desire for human life - always 
hidden, of course, behind a “just 
cause.” 

We all know that the ambiguity 
of terms such as “‘just cause”’ has 
led to international dispute of 
late. During the last two weeks 
of 1972, the meaning behind ‘a 
just and honorable peace” 
shown once again to be entirely 
a personal meaning. And because 
of this, this just honor will be 
coming to nation, it 
seems, in much the same way 
that Adolph Hitler attempted to 
convince Great Britain of his just 
nation’s just cause in the early 
1940°s. Indeed, our Quaker 
President knows what he is 
about when he sets out to chide 
the obstinate peasants. And who 
among us doubts that his firm 
but honorable tactics will bring 
peace, unquestionably? 

Unquestionably? Well, by what 
standards, we might ask? How 
foolish it seems to assume that 
we have Peace just because WAR 
is not evident. Violence still goes 
on all over the world: and 
violence is certainly antithetical 
to Peace. While many of us don’t 
recognize this fact, perhaps it 
was this realization that led 
Thomas A. Kempis, a monk of 
many centuries ago, to contend 
that ‘‘all men desire peace - but 
few desire those things which 
lead to peace.” 

How many of us have ever 
questioned the very means 
which lead to this final Peace 
that we mouth at appropnate 
times? Who among us has 
questioned the very makings of 
Peace? So few! So very few! Yet 
the many considerations and 
serious questions we fail to ask 
ourselves provide the very basis 
for WAR, Violence, and the 
numerous other “‘social ills’ that 
we let plague us. 

But while most of us never ask 
such pointed and meaningful 
questions of ovr conditions and 
of ourselves, many people have 
asked these questions in the 
past. All the great prophets dealt 
with these basic questions; and 
even men of our century have 
spoken about them - including 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, A.J. 
Muste, and Jiddu Krishnamurti. 
It is this last man’s thought that 
I wish to bring to your attention 
for a moment, for he has been 
commenting on these matters 
for the last forty years in all 
parts of the world. 

Let me quote Jiddu 
Krishnamurti as he speaks about 
the basis of violence: “There is 
the problem of violence, not 


was

only the student violence in 
Paris, Rome, 
Columbia, here and in the rest of 


the world, but this spreading 


London and 


hatred and violence, black 
against white, Hindu against 
Muslim. There is the incredible 


brutality and extraordinary 
violence that human hearts carry 
though outwardly educated, 
conditioned, to repeat prayers of 
peace. Human beings are 
extraordinarily violent. This 
violence is the result of political 
and racial divisions and of 
religious distinctions.” It is also, 
as he discusses elsewhere, the 
result of nationalism, greed, 
affluence, and “honor.” 

Later in 
Krishnamurti has 
**T his 
obviously 


the same discussion, 
this to say 
violence man has 

inherited from. the 
animal and from the society in 
which he Man is 
committed to war, man accepts 
war as the there 
are those who love war and have 
favorite wars! There are 
who may not approve of the 
Vietnamese War but they will 
fight for something else, they 
will have another kind of war 
Man has actually accepted war, 
that is, conflict, not only within 
himself but outwardly, as a way 
of life.” 

The truth in these statements 
seems obvious. Yet, as 
Krishnamurti points out again 
and again in his commentaries, 
this need not be the final truth 
Man need only remove the battle 
from his brother and bring it to 
the true battlefield - his own life. 
We need to begin the struggie 
with the conflicts within us, and 
then an ending to violence will 
be seen. This is the major 
Struggle, this is the important 
confrontation 

It needn't be the only battle, 

The final 
and violence may be a 
compeltely personal one, but the 
many, many contributing factors 
can still be dealth with.

Our affluence has even brought 
us to the point of buying blood 
from poorer countries. It seems 
that the average American is too 
busy earning a living to donate 


blood anymore 
One of our 


So we buy it 
better sources in 
Haiti. If a citizen of Haiti sells 
up to ten pints of blood to 
blood-thirsty America, he can 
more than triple his yearly 
income. Rather a bizarre form of 
economic slavery, isn’t it? 

There is also the problem of 
greed. The strip-mining that has 
gone on in the poverty belt of 
America - the Appalachians - is a 
ready example of greed. In those 
mountains, hundreds of 
thousands of acres have been 
laid waste and made unusable 
for fa:ming. And who has reaped 
this harvest of profit? Well, 
certainly not the people who live 
there with malnutrition and die 
there from malnutrition. It 
seems that more than the lions

share has gone to the energy and 
timber companies that own and 


use that land ‘‘for’’ the 
detriment of the people who live 
there. Billions of dollars of 
profit have come from the 
natural resources found in the

If you’re wondering how we 
are tied to this rape of the land 
the people’s mghts, question 
your reaction to this 
information. We condone these 
acts of aggression on the land 
and on people by buying the 
products that come from the 
land, with no concern for how 
and where they come from. 
Neither do we speak out against 
it. Our silence and our very 
mode of living give such 
destructive cause for 
continuing. Thus we once again 
add to the life

It should be apparent by now 
that | have in the course of this 
discussion defined “violence” as 
being anything which is 
destructive to life, that is, 
human life.

Cont. from page 1 
because of family, job, money, 
transportation, or other 
commitments.” 

Senator Dymally’s enthusiasm 
over the Free Coliege apparently 
waned as he began to discuss the 
possibilities of it actually 
becoming a fact. 

“I doubt if there are even six 
people in the California 
legislature who are aware of this 
option, this plan...the first thing 
to be done is to educate the 
legislature, and then we begin to 
educate the public about it. 

“This is going to be one of the 
most important higher education 
bills to come up in this session. 

“I am not very optimistic for it 
right now, but eventually its 
importance will be recognized.” 

After presenting these and 
other comments on the 
“University Without Walls” 
theme, the Senator turned his

“Viewed a few hours later, the 
hospital remains were a terrible 
scene, with rescue workers

For the 399 students who 
entered law school in 
September, 1969 andcontinue in 
good standing, the level of 
support is fixed at $800. (More 
than 300 members of these two 
classes have already completed 
law school.) The 1970 class was 
the first to receive its stipends 
from federal funds. Beginning 
that year, OEO Legal Services 
not only provided for the costs 
of administering CLEO but also 
granted funds sufficient to 
provide stipends in an average 
annual amount of $1,000 each 
for a class of 200. The same level 
of funding was provided for the 
1971 and 1972 classes. At a 
minimum, a repeat of this 
funding level is anticipated for 
the 1973 class.

BOOK 


The Complete Ecology Fact Book 
Edited by Philip Nobile and John 
Deedy; Doubleday & Company, 
Garden City, New York, 472 pages, 
$10,00, 


Here is everything you wanted 
to know about the environment but 
didn’t know where to ask, The 
authors offer the reader a com- 
prehensive compilation of ecology 
statistics gathered from the United 
Nations, U.S, Government, private 
industry, foundation and individual 
sources, It is well-laid with a 
background and discussion of popu- 
lation, from death rates to life 
expectancy, from urbanization and 
pooulation density to zero popu- 
lation growth. 

Various segments of pollution 
are dissected -- air, water, ther- 
mal and noise, Detergents and 
pesticides rate a chapter, along 
with food supply questions and 
mineral and solid wastes. But the 
most appropriate discussion for 
wildlife enthusiasts comes in the 
chapter on endangered species, 
which covers not only rare and 
diminishing wildlife forms, but 
also those which have become 
extinct since 1600, 

A collection of valuable appen- 
dices concludes the book, offering 
basic information for envirnmen- 
talists. This section includes 
notable court decisions, guidelines 
“for tax-exempt organizations, con- 
servation publications, founda- 
tions, and major Presidential dec- 
larations on the subject of the 
environment. The Glossary of 
Terms offers a quick reference 
for environmental! definitions,

A.C.S. has sponsored a summer recreation program 
for Asian children in the Southside area 

4. ASIAN ELDERLY CENTER - 

Classes: Our elderly program officially began on 
January 10, 1971. All furnishings and materials are 
donated by the community.Currently, the elderly 
are sponsoring an English class, knitting class, 
calligraphy class, and ceramics class 

Community Garden: An elderly gardening group 
has started a community garden in the A.C.S. back 
yard. 

Field Trips: For the elderly, A.C.S. has 
sponsored several field trips to places of historical 
and cultural interest to the Asian community.
